express the that each and every 
resident of the City will feel it his person- 
al responsibility to comply with. all the 
regulations and requegts hereinafter 
contained. 
I- would urge that each householder 
should clean up his own premises. 

Ashes should be deposited in the rear 
of all premises, 

Vegetable matter, garbage and house 
waste should be placed in covered con- 
tainers, said containers to be. placed in 
the rear of premises and easily accessable 
to the scavengers. 

Tin cans, broken glassware, crockery, 
etc,, should be placed in boxes or other 
convenient 

This is particularly applicable to board- 
Jing houses, restaurants and hotels, and 
every facility should be afforded the 
ecavengers. 

In houses where there are waterworks 
connections, but no sewer connections, 
no more water should be used than can 
be conveniently disposed of. 

Dirty water and slops should be scat- 
tered over ash-heaps, and not thrown 
indiscriminately about beck yards.

The 
bonus allowed under the new ar- 
rangement for immigrants from Nor- 
way, Sweden, Denmerk, Holland, 
} Germany, Austria-Hungary, Prussia, 

France, Belgium and Switzerland is 

ten shillings for each adult, and 

five shillings for each child over one 

year of age. 

The Booking Agent. 

The booking agents in European 
countries occupy a considerably dif- 
ferent position from the ticket agents 
for railway companies or steamship 
lines in America, although their busi- 
ness is the same, to sell tickets to in- 
tending passengers. The booking 
agent in Europe is licensed by the 
Government and is usually required 
to deposit bonds with the Govern- 
ment. He makes arrangements with 
whatever steamship companies he 
can do so.to secure passengers. for 
their vessel. In consequence it. is to 
his interest to advertise the route of 
the steamship lines with which he

quite as much as those of better 
judgment. The inevitable conse- 
quence of this must have been to in- 
volve Canada in trouble with ihe 
governments of the countries in which 
these agents operated in a manner 
either as to violate laws or to incur 
displeasure. For this reason it is in- 
tended to carefully select the agents 
to whom such bonuses shall be pay- 
able with a view to securing parties 
whose reliability is beyond question 
and whose prudence and discretion 
might be relied upon to not render 
themsélves liable to legal action or 
Canada responsible for encouraging 
such liability. 
The Immigrants Wanted. 
Discrimination is also made as te 
the classes of immigrants on whom 
bonuse sare payable. The efforts of 
the Government in these matters are 
confined exclusively to securing im- 
migrants of three classes—farmers, 
men for railway construction and 
who it ie expected will ultimately be- 
come farmers, and female domestic 
servants. The bonuses are payable 
only upon those who have been actu- 
ally engaged in such occupations in 
the older countries and who signify 
their intention of following similar 
occupations in Canada.
